The reports from the varlous officers

progress in the work of the soclety, 
The following is the report of Inspector 
Down: 

“The past year has been a very busy 


‘one for my office, the growth of the 


clty and the extension of the boun- 
daries meaning necessarily a large in- 
crease In cails to be attended to. 

“At some periods a number of calls 
would come in simultaneously and I 
had to use my discretion to a great ex- 
tent as to the order in which T would 
none were overlooked 
to my knowledge. 

Was Serious Handicap. 

“My oflice deplores the fact that our 
president has been out of touch with 
the telephone communication in the 
office, owing to the change of her resi- 
dence, and this has been a rerious 
handicap to me, as I miss her valuable 
advice and assistance, 

"I wish to bear testimony, however, 
to the assistance given in the past by 
our president, vice-president and sec- 
retary, and when I could not get in 
telephonic communication with these 
ladies our vice-president cheerfully ad- 
vised me and reported matters to me 
that came under her personal notice 

“I wish further to commend the 
kindness and consideration of Chief 
Lancey, who has adyised me in all 
matters and has given me a very valu- 
able assistant In the person of Con- 
stable Wynn. I firmly belleve that 
Constable Wynn 1s a good cholce, and 
that together we can do good work. 

“Mr. Robertson has been an able 
support to me during the past year, 
No matter how busy he was, he always 
took ‘ime to advise me and conduct 
tiny case of special importance. 

“As all the officers of the society 
are co-operating so heartily in the 
work, | feel sure that the present year 
will be the most satisfactory one in 
the history of the soclety, 

“I further think that the thanks of 
the society and of myself are due to 
the ladies and gentlemen who are not 
members of the society for their valu- 
able assistance in reporting cases of 
cruelty that came under their observa- 
tion. 

“Under instructions from Chief 
Lancey, all detectives and constables 
on the force are ex-oflicio humane 
officers, and are in sympathy with the 
work, and no doubt do a great deal to 
prevent cruelty to dumb animals, 

“LT think the society should be proud 
of the influence they have established 
in the city and the surrounding dis- 
tricts. The society is respected for the

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SYSTEM OF LAND ALIENATION 

A CRIME AGAINST POSTERITY 

In a table incorporated in the annual report of the 
department of the interior just issued it is shown that in all the 
States of the American union there were 9,075 homestead 
entries made during the year 1913, while there were 33,699 
homestead entries made in the provinces of the Dominion in 
which the federal government controls the land; meaning 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 

_ If there has heretofoxe existed any dotbt in the mind 
of anyone that the end of free land in United States has been 
reached, this comparative statement of homestead entries 
should dissipate it completely. 

But in these figures, and in another statement in the 
same volume which shows that during the year there were 
issued by the Dominion government patents to 69,962,112 
acres of land, there is contained a solemn warning, which, 
if Canadian affairs were in the hands of statesmen, would not 
go unheeded, 

In pursuance of a reckless policy of free granting to 
railroads and unconditional patenting to settlers, United 
States has alienated practically every acre of arable land in 
the republic. But having given it away, hundreds of millions 
of acres lie still idle while millions of United States citizens 
ire landless—trespassers in the land of their birth, as Lloyd 
George puts it—and the price of food continues to advance in| 
a country the

agricultural possibilities of which are not more | 
than one-tenth developed. 

Canada is rushing blindly to the same end. Every acre! 
of land granted without some condition requiring its use is} 
a crime against posterity and a travesty upon common sense. 
Canadians console themselves with the thoughtless assurance 
that they are getting as settlers from the United States hun-! 
dreds of thousands of their very best farmers, and_ this, 
Canadian public men assure us, is the evidence of the triumph 
of the Canadian system of land allotment, 

But Canada remains blind to the fact that the very con- 
ditions which are driving farmers out of United States, where | 
there is still plenty of unused land, must eventually be brought 
about by the adoption of the same system of land alienation in 
Canada, 

Farmers who come to Canada to setile do not come 
because there is no unused land in United States, but because 
they are denied access to land which is owned but not used. 
In coming, they pass millions of acres of idle land. The 
state of Texas alone, it is computed, has sufficient idle land 
to grow all the crops in United States. But in the patents 
upon which this land was alienated there was inserted no pro- 
vision to require that it be cultivated, so that owners who do 
not intend to cultivate it hold it in idleness while the met who 
could use it are kept off and driven out of the country. 

Canada is arranging for just exactly these. conditions. 
Millions of acres are being patented every year—69,962,112 
acres last year alone—and in no patent is it ever required that 
the man who gets the monopoly to hold 160 acres shall make 
any use of it whatever. On the contrary, as patentee, he 
holds the right to keep others off and allow the land to lie in 
idleness, while the price of food rises steadily higher and 
higher and farmers, for lack of an opportunity, are driven to 
town to become consumers instead of producers of food pro- 
ducts or out of the country entirely. 

The time is in plain sight when every usable acre of land 
in Western Canada will have been alienated and our best 
farmers will be moving from Western Canada to Alaska, 
Australia or even Siberia, just as they are moving from the| 
western states to western Canada today, and for the same 
reason. 

That this is certain to come we have eloquent evidence in 
the present rush to the Peace River. 

A government capable of learning the lessons of history 
would attach to every grant a condition requiring its continu- 
ous use. Those who did not choose to accept land upon this 
condition would be under no obligation or compulsion to do 
so. But the bona fide farmer would be given opportunity 
throughout all time to apply himself to the cultivation of the 
nearest idle land.

A Reporter by the 
Name of Reilly. 


There have been blizzards and bliz- 
zards; but The Blizzard was at its 
height 26 years ago today, March 12, 
1888, and millions of people along the 
Atlantic coast, from Pennsylyania to 
Nova Scotia, still count time from that 
severest of all blizzards. New York 
and Philadelphia were the cities most 
affected, although Boston and scores 
of other-cities in New England, the 
eastern states and the Maritime pro- 
vinces felt some of the terrors of that 
terrible storm, 

Of all blizzards since the western 
pioneers invented the colloquial word 
“blizzard” to describe a variety of 
storm for which there seemed to be no 
adequate word in the dictionary, that of 
1888 was the worst, in that it affected 
the great eastern centers of population 
and tied up their industries and stop- 
ped their multitudinous activities. 

Six horses were often unequal to the 
task of dragigng a fire engine through 
the snowbanks that filled the streets 
of New York and Brooklyn. Ambu- 
lances crawled, Street cars were left 
deserted In the impassible drifts, Rail- 
road transportation ceased, Schools 
closed. The delivery of fuel and gro- 
ceriles and milk was suspended for 
days. Funerals were postponed. Those 
who were caught in factories and shops 
and offices could not go home, and 
those at home could not go to work, 

But there was one man on the job, 
He was a reporter by the name of 
Reilly, <A search of dusty newspaper 
files would reveal his full name, and 
fuller biographical details, But those 
do not matter. He was a reporter by 
the name of Reilly and he was on-the 
job, A news story “broke” at Coney 
Island. On that terrible twelfth of 
March Coney Island was about as dif- 
ficult of attainment as the North Tole, 
but that didn’t bother this reporter by 
the name of Reilly. There was a story 
at Coney Island and he volunteered to 
go nfter it, 

We do not need to search through 
ancient files for statistical details in 
regard to Reilly's tragic expedition. 
We hear the city editor’s casual remark 
about the Coney Island “tip.” The 
master of the city room does not ex- 
pect any of the few reporters present 
to manifest any particular anxiety 
about venturing forth into that 46-mile 
gale and those terrible drifts in quest 
of a story. He mentions it merely as 2 
matter of habit and routine, Anyway, 
what is the use? The mechanical force 
is so short that few papers. can be 
printed, and of those but few can be 
sold or delivered. But the city editor 
reckoned without  Reilly~of whom 
there are usually two or three in every 
city room. 

Reilly wanted that story, News was 
as the breath of life to his nostrils, He 
did not stop to consider that he might 
lose his life in the attempt—that even 
if he succeeded his scoop would be 
worthless without readers. He had no 
time for such mere details. Enough for 
him that there was a story at Coney 
Island. And so Reilly went out into the 
storm. Another reporter told the re- 
mainder of the story in one bald, terse 
sentence: 

“Reilly was found in a snowdrift in 
Flatbush and taken to the county hos- 
pital, where he died soon afterward.” 

That was the end of Reilly— his tra- 
gic “thirty.” Reilly represented a 
type. Reilly is dead, but the world is 
still full of Reillys—strange and In- 
explicable young men who risk life and 
Umb for a “story.” For glory? No, for 
they are nameless. For money? No, 
for their pockets are well night empty. 
For what, then? Because they—the 
poor, graceless, unglorified scamps— 


because they are Reillys. 
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years. 

Edmonton, through its grants to the board of trade and 
the maintenance of its publicity department, has spent large 
Sums of money for the purpose of acquainting manufacturers 
establishing western branches with the advantages of 
Edmonton.

TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


Simon Newcomb, the great astrono- 
mer and mathematician, was born in 
Wallace, Noya Scotia, 79 years ago. 
His youth was spent in his native 
province, and most of his early educa- 
tion was under the direction of his 
father, who was a man of culture and 
scholarly attainments. At the age 
of 18 young Newcomb entered Harvard 
and his entire nature life was spent in 
the republic, although he retained al- 
ways his affection for his native land 
and a profound interest in its scientific 
progress, He graduated from Law- 
rence Scientific school in Cambridge, 
Mass., In 1858, and In 1861, he was ap- 
pointed professor of mathematics in 
the United States navy and assigned 
to the naval observatory at Washing- 


ton, In-that capacity he performed 
important astronomical and = mathe- 
matical “Work. He supervised the 


construction of the 26-inch telescope 
authorized by congress, directed the 
National Almanac,-and was secretary 
of the commission to arrange for the 
thorough scientific observation of the 
transit of Venus in 1874, He took part 
in the equipment of Lick Observatory 
in California. From 1884 to 1893 he 
was author of a number of valuable 
scientific works. Prof Newcomb died 
in 1909,

Egerton Castle, Famous 
English Author, 56 Today 

Egerton Castle, the famous English 
novelist and senior member of the 
well-known literary and matrimonial 
firm of Agnes and Egerton Castle, was 
born in London fifty-six years ago to- 
day. His father was a journalist, and 
his grandfather, Egerton, Smith, was 
the founder of the Liverpool Mercury. 
Mr. Castle was educated at the uni- 
versities of Paris and Glasgow, and in 
his youth took up the study of law. 
Later he decided that engineering was 
better sulted to his talents, and he 
studied military engineering at Sand- 
hurst, and specialized in submarine 
mining at Chatham and Gosport. Af- 
ter several years in tho army, he 
wrote his first book, “Schools and 
Masters of Fence,” in 1884. The fol- 
lowing year he turned to Journalism 
as a member of the staff of the Lon- 
don Saturday Review, and later be- 
came chairman of the Liverpool Mer- 
ecury company, and, upon {ts amal- 
gamation with the Daily Post, a direc- 
tor of the later company. Mr. Castle's 
first novel, “Consequences,” was pub- 
lished in 1891. It was enough of a 
success to encourage the author to 
further effort, and in 1893 he wrote 
“Saviolo,” a play for Sir Henry Ir- 
ving. His literary partnership with 
his gifted wife, who had been Miss 
Agnes Sweetman of Queen's county, 
Ireland, began with the publication of 
“The Pride of Jennico” in 1898, This 
novel was an immediate success, and 
was almost as widely read in America 
as in England: It was dramatised 
and first produced at the Lyceum the- 
ater in New York, “The Lath Com- 
edy,” dramatised with David Belasco 
as “Sweet Kitty Bellairs,”’ followed 
in 1899, and was another triumph for 
the literary pair. Since then ceveral 
of the novels of Agnes and Egerton 
Castle have ranked among the best 
sellers, Mrs. Castle's sister, Mrs, 
Francis Blundelleulso gained fame as 
a novelist, most of her stories having 
a Lancashire setting. 

Egerton Castle was long renowned 
as a fencer and swordsman, and was 
captain of the British epeo and sabre 
teams at the Olympic games in 1908, 
His first book, published thirty years 
ago, dealt with the subject of fencing. 
In 1891 he published the “Story of 
Swordsmanship,” which he had = de- 
livered as a lecture at the Lyceum 
theater by request of Henry Irving, 
and which was repeated, by command, 
for the Prince of Wales,

Adolph H., Ochs, who has made a 
fortune by printing “All the News 
That's Fit to Print,” was born in Cin- 
cinnatl fifty-six years ago today, 
The proprietor of the New York Times 
and other lesser publications is a self- 
made man. His first newspaper ex- 
perlence was as a newsboy and car- 
rier, in Knoxville, Tenn. At twelve he 
went to Providence and was a clerk 
in a grocery store, attending a night 
school. “After a year he returned to 
Knoxville and was apprenticed to a 
druggist. The profession of pharmacy 
was distasteful to him, and at fifteen 
he became a printer's devil, and soon 
a journey-man printer. After a post- 
graduate course in the composing room 
of the Louisville Bourler-Journal, he 
secured a position as advertising sol- 
\citor for the Chattanooga Dispatch, 
and “doubled as a reporter, When the 
Dispatch failed and was bought by the 
Chattanooga Times, young Ochs was 
placed on the salary Hst of the lat- 
ter paper. It was not a paying prop- 
osition, and when the young Hebrew 
offered to take over the paper the 
owners were willing. He was. only 
twenty, and without capital, when he 
assumed the publication of the Chat- 
tanooga Times. He quickly made it 
a profitable and prosperous property. 
In 1886 he bought, with borrowed. mon- 
ey, the New York Times, then but a 
ghost of Henry J Raymond's great 
newspaper, and in the metropolitan 
field, against the flercest competition, 
he duplicated his Chattanooga suc- 
cess. Mr, Ochs Is a leader in modern 
commercial jJournalism—honest, aoc. 
fair, but “strictly business.”
